However.” added Tupper. ‘if they 
ask us to set aside the Supreme Court 
ruling we won't do that” Their (the 
Med Schoo! students) right to get an

There are 20 minority students and

Bond’s appointment 
is termed ‘temporary’ 


The appointment of Dr. James G 
Bond, former CSUS president, to 
head the CSUC governmental! affairs 
office in Washington, D.C. was only 
temporary 

Bond's “relationship with the 
system will be completed at the end of 
October,” Charlies Davis, a spokes- 
man for the Chancellor's office, said 

The position Bond filled was 
vacated when Sheppie Abramowitz 
resigned it to join her husband whom 
President Carter appointed U.S. Am- 
bassador to Thailand 

According to Davis, 500 people ap- 
plied for the position, “but Bond was 
not a candidate.” Thus, his interim 
position was for Sept. 1 to Oct. 31 

During hsi six year reign at CSUS, 
Bond was often the center of con- 
troversy. He and his administration 
were at constant odds with the

The building was first considered 
in 1969 to replace the temporary 
buildings near the Music Building and 
the Guy West Bridge “A good 
number of the temporaries will then 
be removed from the campus,” Hut- 
chison said 


The School of Social Work, 
presently in temporaries, will either 
move inte the new building or the 
butiding now occupied by the 
Business Department, Hutchison 
said 


The new building will consist of 
210 faculty offices, 10 departmental 
suites that wil! include the dean's 
suite, offices for department 
chairpersons, department secretaries 
and workrooms; 5 classrooms; 4 
seminar rooms; and “miscellaneous 
support spaces (storerooms, com- 
puter rooms, etc ) 


The present contracted cost of the 
building is $4,313,725.42 The con- 
tract was determined by low bid and 
was awarded to Hunt Construction of 
Sacramento. inc 


“The low bid,” Hutchison noted, 
“was $12 jiower than Harbison - 
Mahony - Higgens’ bid which was the 
second lowest. This shows keen 
competition of the work. The estimate 
was the architect's best on historic in- 
formation — $3,695,000. This job was

Suicide 
found 
near river

A tormer CSUS student apparently 
took his own life late Friday while sit- 
ting on the banks of the American 
River at Alurnni Grove park 


The victim was identified by the 
Sacramento County Coroner's office 
as James Turner Moise, 27, of 6216 
Cameo Court in Carmichael. He was 
the son of John Moise, also of Car- 
michaei 


Moise’s body was discovered 
slightly after 9 a.m. Saturday by Novis 
Ridge, who was fishing near Alumni 
Grove. Ridge called to Moise, who 
was lying face - down, but when he 
got no response Ridge and jogger 
Patricia Haggerty went to the body to 
offer assistance. Haggerty called 
CSUS police at 9:28 a.m. and police 
arrived at the scene shortly thereatter 


According to CSUS police, Moise 
was seen sitting near where he died 
Friday by joggers running along the 
river. Time of death has not yet been 
determined but coroner's inves- 
tigators speculated death probably 
occurred sometime late Friday. 


Although the official report has not 
been completed, cause of death was 
probably drug overdose according to 
officials. A half - ompty bottle of pills 
was found in Moise’s pocket by 
coroner's investigators. Also found

You see, my title indicates and | have come to accept 
that | am an editor for this paper, yet, | am never assigneda 
story My job entatis the proofreading and minor editing of 
everyone else's Commentary so. naturally, there is little 
time and, quite frankly, little subsect matter for a copy 
editor's column 

Although | accept my position and all that it does and 
does not entail, | feel that this quas: - editorial position 
leaves a smoidering psychological fire burning deep in my 
subconscience. a fire best paid some attention to for fear 
of its coming ablaze and possibly raging out of control 

So, allow me. if you wili, a few words of therapy in hope 
that they can extinguish a burning desire and leave me to 
perform my assigned journalistic tasks 

The other editors routinely yet diligently critique their 
Staff writer's work and submit with these an article or two 
of their own which reflects their interest or involvement (or 
both) in his or her respective field The entertainment 
editor, for example, regularly writes about music. art or 
other genres that are encompassed in “entertainment” 
because he or she desires to express opinions or ideas | 
concerning a familiar topic The sports editor is usually 
into sports and always has an interesting comment or 
prediction to make The chief editor probably knows a lit- 
tle bit about everything with a concentration in one field 

But the copy editor's field makes for a different story

Vitas Gerulaitis left his mark in 
Sacramento Sunday But it was sur- 
prising, however 

Gerulaitis, the No 3 ranked men's 
tennis player in the world, beat Ken 
Rosewall, perhaps the oldest active 
touring professional, 6-4, 6-7. 6-3 in 
the ‘Coors Light Challenge” match at 
Memoria! Auditorium 

However, Gerulaitis. 24 had to 
work for every point And he knew it 
too 

We both had to work really hard 
said Gerulaitis, describing the match 
which lasted seemingly forever 

Kenny (Rosewal!l) is one of the al! 
- time greats,” Vitasadded “And!| had 
to just play steady 

Which is what Geruilaitis finally 
began employing as late as the third 
set in eventually disposing of 
Rosewall 

Gerulaitis, a Lithuanian, whose 
wavy long blonde hair and extraor- 
dinary court charm distinguishes him 
as a living trademark, wasn't at all 
fancy in ultimately out - foxing 
Rosewall 

Gerulaitis’ style of play was sharp, 
crisp, accurate and, most of ail, inten- 
Sifying He is especiaily remarkable 
around the net, returning electrifying 
shots that had Rosewali doing 
sommersauits 

Rosewall, who showed every bit of 
his 43 years, rendered. however, an 
incredibly sound performance The 
Aussie, who stil! has probably one of 
the best backhands in al! of tennis 
today, mixed his shots very well 

Rosewail combined hard forehand 
and backnand strokes with soft, tan- 
talizing teasing shots which, of 
course, threw Gerulaitis off - balance 
several times 

Particularly in the second set 
Rosewall, who never traiied in this set, 
beat Gerulaitis, 7-6. But it was his

Perhaps to Deip’s standards. his 
performance was not at par with the 
previous night's. but the audience 
was moved enough They twice litthe 
massive auditorium with flicking mat- 
ches and lighters They were not 
satisfied with only one encore 

Delp said of this enthusiasm “It 
has to be there for me to perform at 
my best | have to see it in the fans first 
~ | can't start it But once | see the 
people responding to what we're 
doing, | can feed off it all night’ 

The band's exuberant per- 
formance brought the audience to its 
collective feet numerous times, and 
their shouts and whistles between 
songs were often more deafening 
than the music 

From the first number, “Rock-n- 
Roii Band,” a summation of Boston's 
Story, to “Long Time” their last 
offering, the musicians exhibited not 
only love of their work, but they main- 
tained a degree of professionalism 
distinguishing them from being just 
another band. Their show is not a 
show The flashy, phony and 
harmfully distracting antics often 
characterizing other current popular 
bands are not a part of Boston's per- 
formance 

Boston's character is unique in 
that the group's energy comes across 
to the audience simply through its 
harmonious blend of vocals and 
instruments and the dynamic stage 
presence of the musicians — minus 
the antics 

Lead, rhythm and special effects 
guitarist Tom Scholz, also the group's

All Scholz need do is simply stand 
on stage with his guitar and strum a 
few chords and the people become 
ecstatic His stage presence is in 
credibie A few steps up and back are 
all he makes, excluding parts of the 
show which feature him. yet he 
spellbounds audiences 


Scholz had an expression of 
pleasure on his face His face 
beamed with 


the audienge'’s 
favorable reaction 

And had it been anyone besides 
bass guitarist Fran Sheehan. who 
turned his back on the audience for 
much of the show, the audience may 
have become irritated and demanded 
to see his facial expressions 

Here again. Sheehan's talent lies in 
his musical ability, not his stage 
show He did. however. thrust his 
head back and forth in rhythm with 
the music, leaving no doubt that he 
was enjoying the show as much asthe 
crowd 

The concert lasted nearly an hour 
and a half Nearly every song from 
Boston's first album and several from 
their new release were performed 

Oddly, tbe “Don't Look Back 
theme pervaded through the show 
The three most popular Boston 
singles were referred to as “oldies, 
with Delp stating “We'll follow this 
with an oldie we hope you'll ali 
remember." He was referring to 
“More Than A Feeling”

As the deep notes of Bach's * Toc- 
cata in D Minor the theme from 
Rollerball —were pumped from the 
organ in a phantom - of - the opera - 
style. a huge, illuminated, organ - like

The organ changed colors from 
glow:ng green to yellow and violet as 
the music changed in tempo or 
chords The effect was smooth and 
luiling, yet the eerie theme was 
emotionally stirring

The Tornado Ballet” a disco 
number, was not successful as the 
choreography tended to clump the 
Gancers into indistinguishabie biobs 
with some hands and arms sticking 
Out Later, in “How Many People Does 
He Need?’ from A Chorus Line, the 
dancers poured on the energy and 
showed what a spectacular event 
good dancing can be 

Kathy Addington used lots of satin 
and sequins in her costume designs 
Some of the women’s outfits were 
quite scanty especially for a 
production put on by a Catholic 
organization but apparently Ad-

A small but versatile combo of 
keyboard, guitar and drums con- 
ducted by Dennis Sacco provided

But with all these good points, The 
Best of Broadway was not acomplete 
success. Some major flaws brought

Of course, if you've got 
professionals with good strong 
voices yOu Can dispense with a PA 
system altogether But, in a basicaliy

spectacle 


The show was simple in nature 
with the different acts changing 
rapidly So as not to lose the audience 
Its appeal could be discerned by the 
fact that the audience grew with each 
act 


From the opening act the audience 
was laughing and enjoying the exper- 
tise of Smith and Dempsey. Even 
Sunshine, Smith's “semi. - trained 
canine” had the audience watching 
her 

Though there were mistakes on 
occasion, the troupe weathered them 
and came out on top 

Audience participation made the 
show really special, helping a gypsy 
mind reader (Dempsey) and allowing 
Smith to dive over six students as a 
final act 

Occasional slow stretches in the 
Performance ended with a funny 
punch that was worth the wait 

The constant humorous dialogue 
between Smith and Dempsey did not 
lag or become boring, but made the 
audience listen to every word 


The performance is constantly 
changing according to Smith. “By 
next April the performance today will 
not be seen,” he added. “But the 
change is gradual,” Dempsey said. 
“We are always trying to improve and 
improvement comes gradually,” she

The 
latter objects led to speculation that 
Moise intended to write some sort of 
suicide note. 

Initial inspection of the body 
revealed “hesitation marks” along the 
deceased's arms and neck. Hesitation 
marks in this case, refer to the razor 
scars left by apparent abortive suicide 
attempts. Officials have all but ruled 
Out the possibilities of foul play in 
Moise's death.

A summer breeze cooled the afternoon air and made 
ripples on the William Land Park amphitheater pond, site 
of the Second Annual Sacramento Area Biues Festival 
sponsored by the Sacramento branch of the NAACP and 
the Los Rios Community College District 

Producer Phil Givant said approximately 3,000 biues 
fans daily enjoyed the free event, last Saturday and Sun- 
day from noon until 6 p.m 

‘Overall, | think the concert was super,” said Givant, an 
American River College math insturctor and long - time 
biues enthusiast Everything went smoothly and the 
peopie seemed to really be enjoying themselves” 

“The onty minor problem we encountered was Satur- 
day afternoon. We had to start later than planned because 
the electricity wasn't turned on but that was the only real 
production problem we had " 

Once the performance began, 
Givarit said, there was a never - en- 
ding flow of favorite blues tunes by 
bands from both the Sacramtnto and 
Bay areas. aii of them personai 
friends of the coordinator 

The first band Saturday afternoon 
was the Charies Baty Blues Band, 
featuring a bass player, two guitarists, 
and a lead singer who aiso played the 
harmonica. The bassist was Liz Peel 
of Sacramento 

“Ive been playing the biues for 
four of the five years,” she said 
“Charlie (Baty) moved to Sacramento 
from the Bay area to take over the 
band | was a member of.
